Paragraph  (4)  of  Section  2  of  the  act,  paf;e  11,  line  9, 
should  read  "or  to  faiXs  vrithout  reasonable  cause, 11  instead 
of  "excuse."

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MARKET  NEWS  DIVISION 

L.C.L.  EECEIPTS 

Some  of  the  terminal  market  annual  unload  summaries  carry  tabulations 
entitled  "L.C.L.  Freight  Receipts".      Since  receipts  are  indicated  from  States 
quite  remote  from  the  markets  in  question  no  doubt  these  represent  partial 
unloads  in  transit.    We  have  no  objection  whatever  to  including  such  tabula- 
tions in  the  annual  summaries  provided  the  information  is  thoughg  beneficial 
for  the  market;  however,  we  do  suggest  in  the  future  such  tabulations  be  titled 
as  follows;      "Summarization  of  Freight  Receipts  From  Cars  Partially  Unloaded 
in  Transit".    This  should  better  indent ify  these  receipts  since  practically  no 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  move  in  l.c.l.  freight  service  account  exorbitant 
freight  rates  for  this  class  of  service. 

Most  offices  maintain  l.c.l.  express  tabulations  which  in  some  cases  are 
identified  as  l.c.l.  rail  in  summarization  tables.    We  suggest  hereafter  such 
tabulations  be  headed  "L.C.L.  Express"  which  term  will  accurately  identify  the 
data. 

It  would  also  be  appreciated  in  the  future  if  markets  summarizing  truck 
receipts  would  carry  a  statement  in  their  comments  estimating  the  completeness 
of  such  truck  receipts.     Some  of  the  markets  have  been  including  such  percentage 
estimates,  and  w*  find  this  information  quite  beneficial.

An  amendment  to  this  Order  was  issued  April  26th  which  ■  will  distincly 
affect  the  operations  of  packers  and  growers  of  the  following  vegetables*  carrots, 
cantaloupes  and  melons,  cauliflower,   celery,  cucumbers,  lettuce  and  radishes.  Thi 
amendment  establishes  percentage  restrictions  for  these  vegetables  on  the  quantity 
of  now  wooden  containers  which  can  be  used  for  packing  those  products.    While  the 
amendment  was  issued  April  26th,  the  period  of  restriction  begins  July  1st. 

The  most  significant  features  of  this  amendment  villi  be  listed.     ( l)  As 
the  restriction  becomes  effective  July  1st,   quotas  will  be  determined  by  using 
the  designated  percentage  of  shipments  during  the  Last  half  of  1942  (which  is 
the  base  period).     (2)  %ilo'  the  total  quantity  of  wooden  containers  which  can  be 
used  for  these  vegetables  is  determined  by  calculating  the  designated  percentage 
for  each  commodity,  after  the  total  quantity  has  been  determined,  the  containers 
may  be  used  interchangeably  among  the  various  design.' .tod  vegetables*  (3)  3ach 
purchaser  of  container  material  must  certify,  when  placing  his  order,  that  the 
material  will  be  used  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order.  (4)  The 
quotas  apply  to  the  packer  of  the  product,     therefore,  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  individual  growers,  who  do  not  pack  their  products,  to  establish  connections 
with  packers  who  have  a  sufficient  quota  to  handle  their  products,  or  has  made 
provision  for  enough  seconliand  packages  to  offset  the  deficit. 

IRISH  POTATO  PRIC3  SUPPORT  PROGRAM. 

The  War  Food  administration  announced  the  1944  proco  support  program  for 
Irish  potatoes  on  March  31,  1944  and  published  (a)  Basic  prices  for  early, 
intermediate  and  late  potatoes. 

The  recommendations  for  accomplishing  price  support  were  prepared  by  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch  for  the  early  and  intermediate  crop  areas  and 
urograms  are  being  developed  bv  the  Potato  Section  of  the  Fresh  Marketing  Division 
to  provide  assistance  to  growers  in  the  event  marketing  difficulties  are  en- 
countered.   The  proposed  pro  grams  already  offered  for  approval  provide  ( l)  direct 
purchase  for  relief  distribution;   (2)  diversion  to  processed  products  or  to 
livestock  feed  in  tho  raw  form;^(4)  purchase  for  processing  into  dry  livestock 
feed  and  (5)  (guarantee  of  shippers  losses  when  the  deterioration  is  caused  from 
uncontrollable  factors.
